The 15th being the 
Birth-day of the Prince Don Antonio , 
the King and the faid Prince receiv'd on 
that Occafion the Compliments of the Lords 
of the Court all fplendidly habiced as on great 
Feftivals. The King has conferr'd the Or- 
der of Knighthood of Chriff upon Don 
James, Son of the Duke of Cadaval, who 
has married the Princefs Donna Louifa his 
Majefty’s natural Daughter,and tother day the 
King perform’d the Ceremony of putting on 
hitn the Crofs that. is worn as a Badge of that 
Order, in the Church of the’ Conception. 
The 3d of this.Month the Tribunal of the
